Further, in the reply 
it appears that Applicant suggests that x can be more than one number from Applicant's argument that this is only an example that x can 
be 1 to form Mn02 and Applicant fails to define the variable x. As to the claimed layers, the rejection is maintained since the specification 
discloses that each of the applying layers is used to adsorb each of specific contaminants and each of the non-adsorbed specific 
contaminants is able to diffuse through each of the layers and since each of the specific contaminants can be adsorbed through each of 
the generally and randomly applying layers and the claimed invention is obvious over the prior art's teachings as asserted by the examiner 
in the final Office action. As to the argument that there is no suggestion in any of the references to use two substrates with different 
coatings, the rejection is maintained because of the assertion made by the examiner in the Final Office cation that "since Reisfeld 
discloses in Fig. 1 three filter elements each including a [photo]catalytic coating thereon and in paragraph [0024] that any suitable 
[photojcatalytic coating may be disposed thereon and since Kobayashi shows that photocatalytic coating with metal and/or metal oxide 
thereon enhances the function efficiency of the coating to contaminants, one skilled in the art would provide each of Reisfeld's substrates 
with a different coating to increase the photocatalytic oxidation". And to the argument to the rejection of claims 29 and 30, the rejection 
stands because of the reasons as of record. 
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
